At the same time the Secretary 
had come to the conclusion that 
he ought to resign soog in order 
to relieve Mr. Coolidge of poljtical 
embarrassment. At first Mr. Denby 
felt that a resignation would be 
interpreted as a confession of 
guilt in the Teapot Dome scandal. 
He knew he was innocent of any 
wrongdoing and felt that he had 
acted for the best interests of the 
country in leasing the navy re- 
serves. The idea of resgining un- 
der fire, therefore, was repugnaut 
to him. 

When, however. Mr. Coolidge 
had stood by him when the Sen- 
ate demanded his removal and 
when the Democrats and anti- 
Coolidge Republicans « began to 
assail the President for retaining 
Denby and it became evident that 
the President might suffer a loss 
of public esteem, the Secretary 
determined to relieve his chief of 
embarraesment by sacrificing him- 
self.

FIRST CABINET BREAK 

The Secretary's retirement makes 
the first break in the offiqial fam- 
ily Mr. Coolidge took over intact 
from the Harding administration. 
Mr. Denby was one of the original 
members of Mr. Harding's Cabi- 
net, having taken office on March 
4, 1921. 

His selection brought to that de- 
partment for the first time in many 
years a man who knew by personal 
experience the viewpoint of enlist- 


ed men both in the Navy and in 
the Marine Corps. He had served 


verted cruiser Yosemite during the 
war with Spain and through all the 
ranks and grades from private to 
major in the Marine Corps during 
the World War. 

Mr. Denby also had a back- 
ground; of personal information as 
to the situation in China and in 
the Orient generally. which he 
drew from ten years employment 
in the international customs service 
in China when that service was 
directed by Sir Kobert Hart. The 
Service of Mr. Denby began dur- 
ing the time that his father, 
Charles Denby of Evansville, Ind., 
was American Minister to Peking. 

Through this personal knowledge 
of the Cbine custome situation 
the Navy Secretary was able to 
be helpful to the especial commit- 
tees assembled at the Washington 
Armes Conference which dealt with 
the Chinese abstracts of the sup- 
plementary treaties. His executive 
functions at the Navy’ Department 
were such, however, that the task 
of directing the deliberations of 
American naval experts who helped 
frame the technical clauses of the 
naval-limitation treaty devolved 
upon Assistant Secretary Roose- 
volt. 


BORN IN INDIANA | 
Mr. Denby was born in Evana- 
ir years ago today. 
He passed through the public 
schools of that city. His Alma Ma- 
ter, however, is the university of 
Michigan, from which he was grad- 
uated with the degree of LL. B. 
When he entered the Cabinet he 
was convected with the legal firm 
of. Denby, Kennedy and O'’Lrien of 
Detroit and was chief prosecution 
officer of the recorder’s court of 
Detroit and of the Circuit Court 
of Wayne county, Mich. 

After hie return from China. 
Mr. Denby began his political ca- 
reer when he was elected in 1903 
to the Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives. He was chosen to the 
Fifty-ninth Congress as a member 
of the House from Michigan and 
served there om 1905 to 1911. 
He later was & member of Detroit 
Charter Commission and when the 
United States entered the World 
War in Aprv, 1917. he promptly 
enlisted as a private in the Ma- 
rine Corps and was sent to the 
Marine Corps training camp at 
Paris Island, 8. C., where virtually 
all of his war service was ren- 
dered, the only exception beirg 
a trip to France in 1918 as an 
observer of French methods of 
training. 

Although a provisional major of 
the Marine Corps, reserve division, 
at the end of the war, he resigned 
that commission before he became 
Secretary of the Navy. He carried 
with him into the Navy Depart- 
ment, however, strong opinions 
both as a lawyer and as an en- 
listed man, as to disciplinary proc- 
esses and throughout his term as 
Secretary devoted much time to 
the study of the cases of enlisted 
men found gullty by court-mar- 
tials, arriving at independent con- 
clusions frequently as to the de- 
gree of clemency which should be 
exercised. 


| HELD LEASES VITAL

BUSINESS CLEAN, 


Industry as Whole Declared 
Not Involved in Scandal 


Must Show Disapproval of 
Sound and Ethical Methods 
Only Are to be Tolerated 


Demanding that the petroleum 
industry take immediate steps to 
American pub- 
lic its abso- 
ute disassocia- 
tion with the 
Washington 
scandal. and 
“ositive disap-

Fuqua, twice 
president of the

ration, the largest independent in 
the State, yesterday declared that 
there has never been a time when 
the petroleum industry as a whole 
could not stand the spotlight of a 
thorough investigation. : 

Mr. Fuqua’s statement follows 
persistent reports that the Sena- 
torial investigation in Washington 
is the only thing that prevents an- 
other increase in the price of crude 
oil and gasoline. He asserted that 
in his opinion the charges of graft 
and bribery in the national capt- 
tol had absolutely no bearing on 
the actual oll situation, and should 
not be considered as a factor in 
determining changes of price. 

“It is of the highest importance 
that the petroleum industry take 
speedy action to correct the im- 
pression of wholesale corruption

creating in the minds of the pub- 
lic,” declared Mr. Fuqua. “Tt 
should be made plain that this in- 
dustry is cleanly 
clean business men to whom the 
disclosures in Washington were as 
much a surprise and a shock as to 
any other group of American citl- 
zens. It is not just that the whole 
industr¢ should suffer because of 
the acts of a few individuals who 
in no way represent the vast ma- 
jority of petroleum producers.”

“To my way of thinking the 
price of oil and gas should not be 
increased unless the increase is 
justified by actual market and in- 
dustrial conditions,” he ‘asserted. 
“But if those conditions warrant 
an advance in price, that advance 
should be made without consider- 
ing the scandal, because that is 
not a real economic factor. 
allow such considerations to inter- 
tere in the establishment of a 
sound economic price structure, it 
will not be long before there will 
be chaos in the oil business. 

“The Senate disclosures thet 
certain public officials have been 
| by certain of} men do 
not ect the actual economic con- 
ditions. Motorists have not stopped 
buying gasoline, factories have not 
quit using lubricating oil, and ships 
are still using fuel ofl. Neither has 
there been any sudden increase in 
production on that account, and 
these are the things that govern 
the price of petroleum and its 


The public should remember 
that the oll business is necessarily 
hazardous and uncertain. For- 
tunes are lost in the attempt to 
discover oll. When it is discovered, 
it must bring a price that will pay 
for the countless failures which 
preceded it. It must be borne 
in mind that it is only the success- 
ful ofl weils that people hear 
about. They never hear of the 
myraids of disappointments that 
are met with in the search for oil 
Yet these disappointments are es- 
sentially a part of the business, and 
unless the operator can make his 
successful wells pay for the fall- 
ures, he will find himself in the 
street with a pack on his back. 
For this reason there must be a 
good profit on every barrel of oi! 
produced, otherwise there will be 
no incentive to prospect for oll, 
and the public will suffer from the 
consequent shortage. 

“The individual, corporate, and 
public interest is entitled to a sta- 
bilize®? market in both quantity 
and price, insofar as it is human- 
ly possible to stabilize it. And in 
order to insure this, the producer 
must be certain of a reasonable 
profit in proportion to the hazards 
and uneertainties which are in- 
separable. from the industry. 


FACTORS IN PRICE 


“Tt is these things, together with 
t steadily. growing consumption 
that alone are involved in the 
creation of a sound price struc- 
ture. If these conditions warrant 
a rise in price, the tncrease should 
be made without fear, because fai)- 
ure to observe fundamental eco- 
nomic principles will result in dis- 
aster to producer and consumer. 

“We had an example of the re- 
eult of failure to observe these 
simple principles only ai few 
months ago when two or three 
gusher fields flooded the country 
with oil. There should have been 
an immediate cut in price, but 
there was not, and the result was 
na period of depression, 

“The scandal in Washington has 
nothing whatever to do with the 
oll industry as a whole. It is a 
nasty mess involving a few individ- 
uals, and does not affect in the 
least the fact that with these few 
exceptions the oil operators of the 
country do not countenance cor- 
ruption, and do unreservedly con- 
demn corrupt practices. 

“It is up to the industry to make 
these things clear to the public, 
and to conduct its business along 
economic lines without regard to 
extraneous matterr. The public 
is entitled to know where the 
great majority of petroleum pro- 
ducers stand in this matter. and 
to know the whys and hows of con- 
ditions affecting the supply and the
